KRA.THOFSKI HAIVGED. 


Sprlnglicld the Scene of La*t Hanging 


Likely to Take Place' lii State. 


Springfield, Dec. 30—DominicueKrat- 


•hefski was hanged at 10.12 this morn- 
ing in the Hampden county jail by 
Sheriff Clark, for the murder of his 
stepdaughter, Victoria Pinkus. There 
was few witnesses, and no sentimental 
features. 


The crime fop which Krathofski paid 


the penalty with his life was the 
brutal murder of his little stepdaughter 
Victoria Pinkos. 
The murder was 


committed on the morning, of January 
17, 1897, in a squalid basement tene- 
ment at 73 Sharon street in Springfield. 
It was cold-blooded and cruel, the re- 
sult of jealosy and anger. 


Krathofski was a worthless, dis- . 


solute fellow, and had served repeated 
terms for drunkenness, highway rob- 
bery, etc., and had often abused his 
family, 
never 
contributing 
toward ( 


their support. He is also credited with 
ruining 
Victoria, his stepdaughter 


some time before. 


The shooting for .which he paid the 


forfeit by his life was the result of 
anger at their appeal to the police for 
protection from his abuse. He learned 
of the matter, and told them he would 
never be arrested as he would kill them 
all before submitting. The very next 
morning he arose, and finding Vic- 
toria alone in her room, procured a 
revolver and placing it to her head 
fired. 
As sne sprang from 
the 


bed 
he fired again 
when 
the 


child 
fell, * and 
die* 
in 
a 


few minutes. 
The. murderer 
then 


turned the revolver upon himself, fir- 
ing two shots, only one 
of which 


took effect, that heing in the head. Al- 
though believed to be fatally wounded, 
he attacked his wife later with a bed 
slat, but in his weakened condition was 
easily overpowered. After his arrest a 
guard was placed over him in the hos- 
pital He was indicted by the grand 
jury in May, 1897, and on January 3, 
1898,, was tried and found guilty of 
murder in the first degree, 
and on 


October 7, was sentenced to be hung. 
Hla counsel have since worked assidu- 
ously to save his life, even appealing to 
the governor, but to no avail

Washington, Dec. 30—Ambasisodor 


Romero of Mexico, died at 4 o'clock 
this morning. 
H& was 62 years old. 


The remains will be sent to Mexico for 
burial. 


On Wednesday last an operation was 


performed upon the ambassador and 
although the operation was entirely 
successful, the resulting shock proved 
greater than he cculd bear. Up to 1.30 
o'clock this morning, however, it was 
thought he was in a fair way to re- 
covery, but at that time a high fever 
set in and he sank rapidly until his 
death. 


About the bedside were his sister, 


Mrs. 
Garcia, an aunt, the secretaries 


and other attaches of the embassay, 
his physicians and Ex-Secretary and 
Mrs. 
John TV Foster. 


The death of Mrs. Romero some 


months ago was a great shock to the 
ambassador and on his return from 
Mexico, whither he had taken her re- 
mains for burial, friends 
remarked 


that he showed unmistakable signs of 
failing health. While in Mexico that 
time Mr. Romero was stricken with 
fever and although soon able to re- 
turn to the United States, he never 
fully regained his health. 


Probably the funeral will take place 


.at 1 o'clock Sunday afternoon at St. 
Stephen's Catholic church. The am- 
bassador's nephew, Jose' Romero, is 
now on his way from Mexico, having 
been summoned when the ambassador 
was first stricken. 


Senor Romero was probably the best 


known member of the diplomatic corps 
at Washington, and was for some time 
its dean. He was born in the city of 
Oaxaca, February 24, 1837, and had 
been in public affairs since 1857. He 
had been minister to Washington twice 
and was an intimate friend of Lincoln 
and Seward He was to have presented 
credentials as' ambassador 
to the 


United States next Tuesday.

Long Hearing on Charge of Passing 


Counterfeit Money Held Today in 


-fiitsfield. 
Evidence Was 


Strongly Against Him. 


Raffaele de Falco was tried before 


U. S. Commissioner Wood of Pittsfield 
today on the charge of passing coun- 
terfeit money in the town of Benning- 
ton. 
The complaint on which he -was 


tried charged him with having passed 
a counterfeit quarter there on the eve- 
ning of December 9. The trial was 
finished at 3 o'clock, and de Falco was 
held for trial before the United States 
district court at Burlington, Vt., next 
February. He was placed under bond? 
of $500, which were at once furnished 
by a local countryman of theyprisoner. 


The commonwealth was represented 


by Fiist Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Casey of Boston, and 
Lawyer Noxon of Pittsfield appeared 
for De Falco. 
' 


.The firs witness was Miss Fannie A. 
Hudson, a. clerk in the candy store in 
which it was alleged De Falco passed 
the money. She testified that on the 
evening in question De Falco went into 
the store and bought five cents worth 
of candy, handing her a quarter. She 
thought at the time it was a bad quar- 
ter, but as she was alone in the store. 
and at first thought De Falco was 
drunk, she did not want to refuse to 
take it. So she gave him two dimes in 
change, and laid the quarter aside. 


The matter was later put 
in the 


hands of Deputy Sheriff Nash of Ben- 
ningto-n and he testified that he hacl 
seen De Falco go into a 
number of 


stores in the town. About GJ bad quar- 
ters in all had been found in the town, 
but no identifications could be made 
on any of the others. 


Secret Service Officer Redfern testi- 


fied concerning the arrests in this city. 
He talked with De Falco after his ar- 
rest, and the man contradicted him- 
self in his statements. First he said he 
had never been in Benningtorr. Later 
he said he was there at the time the 
money was passed, but that he had 
nothing to" do with the money. 


The case was continued 
till 
this 


afternoon in order to allow the arrival 
•of Mrs. DC Falco as a witness. She was 
telegraphed for, but did not show up. 
De Falco himself took the stand. He in- 
sisted that he could not talk English at 
all, and Officer Rosasco of this city 
was sworn in as interpreter. De Falco 
was quickly caught, however, when 
Mr. Casey started in to cross question 
him. The second question was put di- 
rectly to the prisoner, and the lattei 
immediately answered it himself in 
broken English. He quickly remem- 
bered, however, and tried to cover his 
mistake by failing after that to under- 
stand the simplest words in English. 
His story was that he went to Ben- 
nington to look up the matter of start- 
ing a fruit store there. He met a man 
whom he did not know, and together 
they went around the town. He bought 
five cents worth of candy, but did not 
remember from whom, and also five 
cents worth of tobacco. He did not 
handle any counterfeit money that he 
knew of. 


He was put through a very stiff cross 


examination.

GETTING A WARSHIP IN AND OUT IS 


A DIFFICULT JOB. 


Waterlnpr Place*. 


The circlet of Caucasian •watering places 


does not perceptibly differ from watering 
places all the world over. 
Their only pe- 


culiarity is that they seem go out of place. 
Jelyesnovodsk, the most easterly of the 
series, lying on a separate line up a valley, j 
is approached through hilly country, par- | 
tially wooded with oak and ash, elm, 
beech and acauia—the farthest outpost of 
the Caucasian range. Its waters are cha- 
lybeate, some of the sources having the un- 
uusally high temperature (for ferruginous 
springs) of 51 degrees centigrade.

baths, self contained bouses with founda- 
tions of travertine—suoh is Jelyesnovodsk.

but in June and July the scene is bright- 
est—and saddest. There are several Gor- 
man colonies in the neighborhood; their 
neatness and compactness |date from the 
time of Catherine the Great. Behind the 
constituent cottages, whose harled walls 
and tiled roofs betray their non Caucasian 
origin, are the vine clad acres that support 
the colonists. They still retain many of 
their ancient privileges, and in one in- 
stance the government pays 300 rubles 
annually for the right to exploit a minera' 
spring that happens to be on Teutonic ter- 
ritory.—BXackwood's.

An Error of • Few Incite* In Calcn- 


latlon May Hupeleviily Rnln tbe 
Ve»«el — lion .(be ItUky I'ndertuk- 
Ing I* Carried Into Execution. 


A drydock is a huge basin in wbich a 


vessel may be placed and from which the 
water can be exhausted in order to oxnose 
her hull for inspection, cleaning and re- 
pair. Its sides are sloping and arranged 
insteps like an'amphitheater. Entrance 
is effbuted through a passage that can be 
closed. The big Brooklyn dock is 500 feet 
long when the caisson that closes the en- 
trance is in place, 180 feet wide at the top 
and only 50 feet at the bottom and has a 
depth that insures 25K feet of water on 
her threshold, or sill, at mean high tide. 


It is a far more delicate job to put a ves- 


sel into a drydook properly than the un- 
initiated imagine. 
Upon the precision 


with wbich this undertaking is carried in- 
to execution depends the very life of the 
ship. An error of a few inches may re- 
sult in injuries that will cost thousands of 
dollars to repair, if they do not hopelessly 
ruin her. The aim of the officer in charge 
of this work is to get the ship in such a 
position tbat when the water is pumped 
out of the basin she will sink down on to 
a series of carefully arranged blocks alone? 
the central line of the dock. The Ore- 
gon, for instance, has a displacement of 
about 10,000 tons, and her weight is nil 
borne on 870 of these supports, called 
"keel blocks." This is about ISO tons to 
a block; benoe the need of evenly distrib- 
uting a vessel's weight on these blocks. 


The outline of one vessel differs from 


another, however, and an arrangement of 
blocks that would exactly suit one would 
be sure to wreck another. It is custom- 
ary, therefore, at naval docks to prepare 
an elaborate "docking plan," in advance 
whenever a ship is to be docked. Draw- 
ings of the vessel herself are carefully con- 
sulted in order to ascertain the precise 
shape and length of her keel, the position 
of the strnts tbat support her screws (if 
she be a twin screw vessel), her rudder 
and her bilge keels, if she has any. The 
officer In charge of the task—he belongs 
to the construction bureau—also has meas- 
urements of the dock into which the.ves- 
sel is going. He then makes a plan in 
which the position of the ship is predeter- 
mined to an inch—to a tenth of an inch, 
in fact. The keel blocks are all arranged 
in advance. On either side of the dock on 
the stone coping chalk marks are placed 
to indicate where her bow and stern are 
to come. 


Tbe great floating steel dam, or caisson, 


that serves as a gate to the dock is first 
hauled out of the way. 
Stout tugs then 


seize the vessel and work her around'grad- 
ually Into the basin. If the vessel is a 
small one, like a torpedo boat, perhaps 
ropes in the hands of a dozen men will 
suffice. 
When she is nearly in place, the 


caisson is swung back across the opening. 
\Vater is then admitted to sink it until it 
rests on the bottom. Subsequently, when 
steam pumps have exhausted the water 
from the basin, the pressure of that out- 
side against the caisson holds it firmly in 
place. 


Meantime the officer in charge is direct- 


ing tbe final steps in the task of placing 
the ship. Lines have been run from the 
bow and stern of the vessel out to the sides 
of the dock and thence to huge capstans. 
By heaving away on one of these and 
slacking up another the ship can bo moved 
forward or backward, and the right com- 
bination of strains will bring her to any 
desired position. 


Opposite the bow and stern, on either 


side of the dock, at the chalk marks previ- 
ously left there, have been set up portable 
stands called'' battens,'' by means of wbich 
one can sight across the dock and tell 
whether the ship is correctly placed longi- 
tudinally. Another set of battens at the 
head Of tho dock and on the caisson give 
the range for determining if she is cen- 
trally situated with reference to the sides 
In this latter inquiry the officer's assist- 
ants arc guided by plummets adjusted at 
ihe middle of linos that stretch across the 
dock at the bow and stern and* that sag 
enough to allow the plummets to go an 
inch or two below the surface. 


It is also necessary, if tho burden is to 


be borne as it should be, that the ship 
shall stand upright and not have any 
"list." In case she is tilted over, eveu 
slightly, to one side this difficulty is over- 
come by shifting the weights on board be- 
fore the pumping out of the water lets tho 
ship come down on her supports. From 
tbe sides of tbe dock against each side of 
the vessel are adjusted 
spars, called 


"shores." These occupy a nearly hori- 
zontal -position and are" designed to pre- 
vent tippipg over sideways when the ship 
finally rests on the keel blocks. If the 
ship is evenly balanced, the shores will 
press very gently against her, but if she is 
not properly balanced there is danger that 
they may punch holes in her sides. 


It takes about two or throe hours to 


pump out the small granite dock at the 
Brooklyn yard and about five hours to 
empty the big timber dock. As soon as 
the water is out the ship's sides are care- 
fully examined 
Men on scaffolds that 


swing from her sides scrape off tho tiny 
snailsholl-like. barnacles and the long, 
hairy weed that they find there. This is 
done with a brush in which the bristles 
are of wire. Whenever, as rarely happens, 
the surface of a ship is found to be corrod- 
ed a sand blast is employed to clcnn the 
surface, but this operation is costly and is 
seldom needed. 


Two or three coats of paint are then ap- 


plied in rapid succession, special corapoai- 
tions being used thut dry quickly. One 
of, these is designed to protect the plates 
from corrosion and goes next tho metal. 
Tho outermost coat is intended to prevent 
or discourage fouling, 
^7arious trifling 


or important repairs are made while the 
ship is in dock, and if any great weights 
are to bo removed and restored a hugo der- 
rick is brought into play. The cleaning 
and painting can bo done inside of 24 
hours, and if there Is a hurry electric 
lights can bo placed so ns to enable men 
to work under the ship as well at night 
as by day. 


Removal, like admission, must bo con- 


ducted at high tide. 
The dock is gradu- 


ally filled. The shores are taken away, 
and tbe ship is hold in place only by moor- 
ing linos. As tho water comes in she is 
lifted off tho blocks. Some of tho water 
in the hollow caisson that dams tho en- 
trance is also pumped out to float it. The 
caisson is swung out of tho way, and tbnu 
the ship is cautiously hauled out.—Now 
York. Xribuuu.

As, for 
example, the average house in town or 
country is fitted throughout witb the 
ordinary four panel mill door, in itself 
an unsightly although: necessary ap- 
pointment. 


Th'i walls may be tastefully papered, 


windows draped and many an awkward 
and unattractive corner made at least 
sightly by tasteful arrangement, but tbe

There is a simple solution' to those 


who are able to draw and paint in oil 
colors, which, if applied with taste and 
judgment, will make of our common- 
place door a thing of beauty.

A SOCIALIST CATCH. 


Down In Haverhlll they have a new 


puzzle, resulting from the election of 
Mr. Chase, a socialist, as mayor. Here 
Is the question: Before he was elected 
mayor, Mr. Chase was a grocery clerk 
on a salary of approximately $800 a 
year; as mayor of the city of Haverhill 
lie will receive a. salary of $2000 a year; 
Who produces the extra $1200 which he 
Will receive over what he formerly re- 
ceived? This question was proposed by 
an outsider, and tbe socialists were 
asked to explain how they fit the fact 
Into socialistic principles. Since then 
the socialists, or that branch of so- 
cialists on whose ticket Mr. Chase was 
elected, have ta'ken it to heart seri- 
ously, ana have really put out several 
•ryuments to meet it. 


The question has proved an interest- 


tog one, viewed aside from its practical 
application to Haverhill, and it seems 
evident that if the socialists were to 
secure control of the entire adminis- 
tration of the city they would be in 
fluty bound to pay some attention to 
the equality of salaries paid to public 
officials. But until then, It will doubt- 
less be necessary for them to agree to 
Mr. Chase's salary as mayor very 
much as other parties would do it. 


There is no doubt that Mr. Chase 


will earn every cent of his $2000 if he 
conscientiously performs the duties.of 
his ofllce. Some of the eastern papers 
have be'en trying to convince him that 
under the principals. of. socialism he 
could by 
no means "produce" $2000 


•n ->rth during a year as mayor. But 
this is a pitifully small conception of 
the word produce. If Mr. Chase pro- 
duces an efficient city government and 
a satisfactory administration he will 
find that, measured by the standard of 
social necessities, 
he will have pro- 


duced $2000 worth in comparison with 
what that sum means in any other 
Corm of production. 


THE NEXT CENSUS, 


The twelfth census, for which prep- 


arations are now making, will prove 
to be the most elaborate collection of 
facts of its kind ever brought together 
before In the history of the world. It 
Will be a census far more complicated 
than of ten years ago. Not only has the 
growth of the country during the past 
ten years been unprecedented, but it 
will be necessary to cover the new pos- 
sessions which will have been added to 
our national domain by the year 1900. 
Hawaii is already a part of the United 
States, Porto Rico soon will be, and the 
Philippines, with their ten million Ma- 
lay inhabitants, may become Amer- 
ican* territory. 


The growth of the national census 


Illustrates the change which may take 
place in the written constitution. The 
constitutional provision for the census 
of the United States contemplates the 
decennial collection of statistics as 
nothing more than a device for the de- 
termination o'f the apportionment of 
congressional 
representation 
among 


the states of tlie Union. The census 
has grown 
to be 
a 
summary of 


national development. It is a remark- 
able illustration of the 
elasticity of 


paper constitutions. 


The census of 1300 will represent a 


marked contrast with the mere popu- 
lation schedule of 1790. It is expected 
that the directors of the census about 
to be taken will profit by the mistakes 
of the past, and will collect statistics 
showing all the great resources of the 
United States, while at the same time 
avoiding the delays that have in re- 
cent decades caused some of the cen- 


BLI!= »i.iLiBi.icH to be obsolete before they 
wr-rf published. 


The census, under the constitutional 


provision, Is taken at ten year inter- 
vals, but there is no excuse for the 
laprfp of ten years before its competed 
returns are given to the public. By 
that time much of what it contains is 
ancient history. Its information should 
be promptly compiled and 
promptly 


disseminated.

the whole "embalmed beef" scandal to 
the Inspector general. 
He took this

General Bgan's demand that the gen- 
eral commanding t)he army should avow 
or disavow certain statements made in 
his testimony before the investigating 
committee. 


General Kazan's plan was to get a 


hearing before the investigating com- 
mission, make reply to General Miles' 
charges, and then put General Miles in 
the attitude of responding to a charge 
made by a subaltern. 


General Miles saw through the trick. 


The general said: "I do not propose to 
enter into any discussion of the matter 
except to say that when I found the 
troops were being supplied with food not 
fit to eat, it \vas my duty to find out 
who was responsible for it." 


This controversy between General 


Eagan and Major General Miles has led 
to a singular revelation. 
This beef 


was first sent to Porto Rico on the Man- 
itoba. 
The story is that the commis- 


sary general's officer in charge tried to 
land it. 
General Miles ordered this 


agent back on board, and told him not 
to unload the beef. 
Some of the beef 


had got ashore, but the large quantity 
of 290.000 pounds came back to New 
York, and was either fed to the fishes 
or supplied to the soap factoiies. 


The company which sent it says ^t 


must be paid for the meat. 
The claim 


Involves almost $27,000 worth of re- 
sponsibility. 
The question before the 


department is: 
Is General Males re- 


sponsible, or is the commissary general 
to be held? 


There is a well founded report in the 


office of the secretary of war that Alger 
will appoint a boand of inquiry to in- 
vestigate the matter, not so much be- 
cause of the amount, but because of the 
high officials involved. 


The war investigating commission held 


only a short session yesterday, devoted 
to executive business. There were no 
witnesses ready for examination. 


The commission yesterday made pub- 


lic a synopsis of the reports of officers 
to General Miles on results obtained 
from the use of canned, fresh roast 
beef in campaigns in Cuba and Porto 
Kico. 
These reports wpre submitted 


by General Mile* when he gave his tes- 
timony last week, and were presented 
in substantiation of his vigorous de- 
nunciation of the canned beef. 
A synop- 


sis of the reports as furnished follows: 


Commanding officer. Fourth infantry. 


Major Baker—The beef Feemed to be of 
inferior quality, and was anything but 
palatable. 
Quite a number of men 


could not and did not eat it. 


Commanding officer, Sixth infantry, 


Lieutenant Colonel Miner—The meat 
was utterly unfit as an article of diet 
for either sick or well. It had no nutri- 
ment in it, and turned the stomachs of 
the men who tried to eat it. 


Commanding officer, Ninth infantry. 


Colonel Powell—The meat produced dis- 
ordered stomachs, was not nutritious, 
soon became putrid, and in many of the 
cans was found in course of putrifica- 
tion when opened. 


Commanding officer, Twelfth,infantry, 


Major Humphreys—The meat presented 
such a repulsive appearance that men 
turned from it in disgust. 
"Nasty" is 


the only term that will fitly describe its 
appearance. Its use produced diarrhoea 
and dysentery- 
Commanding officer, Thirteenth infan- 


try, Colonel Smith—Many complaints 
were made concerning the meat. 
It 


was found very unpalatable and was un- 
tfi for issue to troops. 


Commanding officer, Seventeenth in- 


fantry, Major O'Brien—The nutritious 
juices having been cooked out of the 
meat, it was neither nourishing nor pal- 
atable. 
It was often nauseating and 


unfit for use. It should no longer be 
issued. 
' 


Commanding officer, Second battalion, 


Twenty-first infantry. Captain Duncan 
—The meat soon spoiled, after opening 
the cans; the men tire of it, and it is 
not a proper food. It is not equal in any 
way to canned corn beef. 


Commanding officer, Twenty-second 


infantry, Major Van Horn e—The meat 
issued was nothing more than refuse, 
after various kinds of.soup had been ex- 
tracted from it. 
Further issues Of it 


Bhouid not be made. 


Commanding officer, Thirty-third cav- 


alry, Major Jackson—The meat for can- 
ning was too fat, and as an article of 
diet poon became nauseating to a large 
majority of the men. 
If made of good 


b°ef and properly seasoned it might be 
satisfactory. 


Commanding officer, Second artillery, 


Colonel Haskin—The meat was general- 
ly disliked, was soft, watery and in- 
sipid, agreeable to neither eye or taste. 
The men could only be induced to eat 
It vhen prepared as a stew. 


Commanding officer, Fifth artillery, 


Lieutenant Colonel McCrea—The meat 
was unpalatable, because of excess of 
fat in it. 
Its appearance was black and 


stringy, and none of the men liked it. 
When prepared as a stew it was more 
palatable. 
If less fat, and mixed with 


vegetables, it would deserve 
further 


trial. 


Commanding officer, 
light battery, 


First arlil.ery, Cftptain Befit—The ap- 
pearance of the meat was not inviting 
The men poon tlrc-u of it. 


Pommnnrilnir offlrr-r

Infantry, Major Thompson—After a few 
d.nys the meat becomes unpalatable, the 
mon become disgusted with it, and will 
not oat it. 


CommanJlng officer, First cavalry 


brigade, Brigadier General Vlele—The 
meat was a miserable apology for food 
In a hr>l climate—"a »limy looking mass 
of beef Hcraps—unpalatable to the taste 
and repulsive to the sight. Competition 
for the contracts placed the price so low 
hat only tailings and scraps were used 
or canning.

REPUBLICAN CLUB STILL SIMMEPtING 


OVER THE FRED GIBBS ROW. 


He II n» Luuir Been Known »• the 


"Wicked" and tlic "Kx-Wlck<-tl" 
Glbba— How He Gut HU Nickname*. 
The KepubUvuu Club. 


YORK, Deo. 80.— [Special.]— The 


excitement among local Republicans about 
the rejection of the Hon. Frederick L. 
Gibbs by thu Republican olub sume little 
tiiuo ago is still ac fever heat and seems 
not likely to deoreaso materially until 
after the investigation into the charges 
that the defoitt was due to illegal voting 
has been concluded. 


Mr. Gibbs is hardly a national charac- 


ter, but he is and has been for years an 
extremely active factor in local political 
circles, and bis name must bo pretty well 
known all over the country, though not 
quite so well just now perhaps is away 
back 111 16S3, when tho Bev. Stephen Mer- 
ritt dubbeil him the "Wiohcil" Gibbs. 


Hoir He Got Hl» MeUnuuie. 


The circumstances which resulted in 


Gibbs being called ''Wicked'' have boca 
local political history so many years that 
it is not easy to find anybody who remem- 
bers them well enough to recito them, 
but by dint of active questioning among 
tho politicians the writer has arrived at 
whnt ia probably a tolerably correct ver- 
sion of the story. 


It should be explained, to begin with, 


that although Gibbs is known to tho pub- 
lic mainly as a politician ho diiln't enter 
the political arena until ho was 40 at least. 
Bis business is that of a punipmakcr, and 
his establishment la a big one. His first 
political move was made in 1SS3. Then 
he ran for state senator and was elected, 
the district electing him being that part 
of what is now the borough of Manhattan 
that is known locally as "the. .* morican 
district" (situated just north of Washing- 
ton square), from the small proportion of 
foreigners among the working population. 
That election was a big triumph for Gibbs, 
because although it had always been hard 
sledding for Republican candidates there 
he won out by a big majority. At Al- 
bany he was able to put himself in tho 
forefront in no time. William K. Grace, 
who is now so piominent in the Nica- 
ragua canal project, was mayor at that 
time, and Gibbs helped get an investigat- 
ing committee appointed to come down 
hero and go through the departments, 
which was done with a thoroughness that 
pleaFcd tho Republicans and displeased 
the Democrats amazingly. Of course Gibbs 
was chairman. 


Tho next fall, in 1884, he ran for mayor 


on the Republican ticket. He didn't ex- 
pect to be elected, of course, but he did 
expect to lie able to make a good light and 
keep tho organization in line, and he real- 
ized his expectations. W hen Levi P. Morton j 
ran for United States senator, William M. 
Evarts being the other Republican candi- 
date, Gibbs worked for Evarts, and the 
latter was elected. This was a direct blow 
to a gentleman named Thomas Collier 
Platt, who was backing Morton for all he j 
was worth, and the result was a coldness j 
between Gibbs and Platt. In the fall of 
1885, when Gibbs ran for the state senate 
again, Platt threw all his influence for the 
Rev. Stephen Merritt, who was the Pro- 
hibition candidate. This of course defeat- 
ed Gibbs and elected the Democratic nom- 
inee, though Merritt ran away ahead of 
hib ticket, polling a larger percentage of 
the total number of votes cast than was 
ever polled before by any Prohibition can- 
didate in this town. 


It was in that campaign that Gibbs was 


first called "Wicked." Merritt ran a sort 
of Salvation Army campaign, with much 
hymn and tune singing. One of the songs 
most used had this refrain : 
Then down, down, down with the wicked wn- 


at or 


And on election day casfc yonr votes for m«. 


"Grant' • Undertaker." 


It was in 1885, as most readers will re- 


member, that General Grant died, and the 
Rev. Stephen Merritt, who is a funeral 
director as well as a local Methodist 
preacher, had become known far and wide 
as Grant's undertaker. His friends al- 
ways held that part of the votes oast for 
Merritt were thrown in that direction be- 
cause of the prominence this gave him in 
the eyes of the people, but you couldn't 
have made Gibbs or his friends acknowl- 
edge it to be so at the point of a Gatling 
gun. Merritt had a whole lot of fun out 
uf that campaign, though. He had many 
songs composed besides the one above 
quoted from. 
In one of them the poet 


rhymed "senator" with ''undertaker," 
ind the Merritt contingent sang the Bong 
vith as much verve as they could have 
hrown ' into the singing of a sons the 
liymes of which were classically faultless. 
Not so much has been heard about tho 


•iev. Stephen Merritt since that memora- 
ble campaign, though he does come to the 
rant at irregular intervals as one of the 
jiiief nroinoters of the Christian and Mis- 
sionary alliance, headed by the invincible 
Rev. A. B. Simpson, whose genius has 
enabled him on many occasions to win 
record breaking contributions for his or- 
ganization at great meetings of enthusias- 
tic alliance folk.

But to return to the ' 'Ex-Wicked" Gifabs. 


Not all even of his strongest adherents 
here remember that he was a soldier in 
the civil war, but be was, though ho went 
to the front at such an early age that he 
was young enough to begin active) life 
after the war was over as an apprentice in 
a pump shop. Ho is now well past 50, 
but he doesn't look any older than some 
men do at 40. Hoiamorothansizfeet tall, 
with broad shoulders, bluo eyes, a sweep- 
ing mustache and a sniilo that generally 
makes friends despite the fact that he has 
enemies in the Republican club. Not- 
withstanding tho efforts of those not fond 
of him to keep him down Mr. Gibbs has 
succeeded in going to Albany for several 
terms since the year both he and the Kev. 
Stephen Morritt wore defeated for tho 
state senate. Gibbs was a member of the 
Republican campaign committee In 1896, 
when McKinley was elected president. 


The Republican club, though not so 


swell an organization as the ' Union 
League, is one of tho strongest political 
elubs in the United i?*a.,es, and Its mem- 
bership is pretty evenly divided between 
machine men, who stand by Senator Platt 
through thick and thin, and aiitimachino 
men, who abhor him and his work. Just 
now Chauncoy Mitchell Depew is presi- 
dent of tho club, though his term has 
about run out. The Uupaliliouu olub did 
a lot of effective work for Colonel Roose- 
velt and was tho first organization to 
give him a reception after his election. 
Gibbs and Flatt, once enemies, are now 
friends, and tho Platt men in the club say 
that if Gibbs is ugain defeated they may 
form a new club and split the old one all 
to pieces.

New York Poisoning Case Apparently 


Puzzles Police Officials. 


Doctor Tells How Cornish Es- 


caped Mrs. Adams' Fate. 


Result of Autopsy on Victim's Body Given Out 


By Coroner's Physician. 


New York, Dec. 30.—The Adams-Cor- 


nish poisoning ease remains as great a, 
mystery as ev*r. 
When the detective 


bureau, th* district attorney's office, the 
coroner's offlc* and others seeking- to 
find a solution of the strange case ended 
their labors tor the (lay, all sadd nothing 
had been learned that might assist In 
bnns-ins the guilty pereons to justice. 


The police are inclined to believe that 


the person who sent the poison to Cor- 
nish is a woman, although the evidence 
is of the most flimsy character, and is 
largely based upon opinions of more or 
less responsible parties. 


Cornish, who was aulso poisoned at the 


time of Mrs. Adam's death, is now com- 
pletely out of danger, though confined to 
bed at the Knickerbocker Athletic club. 


Captain McClusky, Assistant District 


Attorney r.l\.Iutyrc, Chief Devery and 
Coroner's Physician Western were at po- 
lice headquarters yesterday afternoon 
In consultation on the case. 
Acting 


under their instructions, detectives went 
to the Adam's flat at 61 West Eighty- 
sixth street, and requested Mrs. Flor- 
ence Rogers, Mrs. Adams' daughter, and 
her friend, Mrs. Hovey, to accompany 
them to headquarters to give their ver- 
sion of the case. 


Arriving there, they remained In con- 


•ultatlon with the authorities for about 
an hour. Captain McClusky said after 
the women were taken home that he 
learned nothing from them. 
He said 


It was deemed best to get the versions 
of the poisoning directly from Mrs. 
Rogers and Mrs. Hovey. 


"But they told us-nothing: we did not 


know," he said. 
"The case is eta much 


a mystery as ever. 
Nothing has de- 


veloped. I have no theory. I have no 
person under suspicion." 


Captain McClusky denied that he had 


placed or contemplated placing Cornish 
under surveillance. 
He sent word to 


the Knickerbocker Athletic club, how- 
ever, asking if Cornish was able to come 
to headquarters. 
Dr. Coffin, who is 


attending Cornish, replied tha-t his pa- 
tient would not be able to leave his bed 
for two days. 


He said he was undoubtedly out of 


danger, but he did not want him to take 
any chances. Dr. Coffin grave an inter- 
esting statement of how Cornish es- 
caped death, while Mrs. Adams, drink- 
Ing from the same glass, was killed by 
the deadly poison. 


"Cornish mixed the poison," said 


Dr. Coffin, "and gave it to Mrs. Adams. 
She drank but a little, complaining that 
it was bitter. 
Cornish then took the 


balance and drained the glass to the 
dregis. I think the reason that Cornish 
was not killed i» that he drank the dregs, 
•while Mrs. Adams took the poison in 
solution. 
The quantity of powdered 


matter acted as an emetic, and cleaned 
Ws stomach." 


When they found ht was unable to 


come to them, Captain McClusky and 
Mr. Melntyre, accompanied by a sten- 
ographer, went to'the Knickerbocker 
Athletic club, and, were In conference 
xvith Cornish for more than an hour. 


Captain McClusky said little had been 


learned that had not already been pub- 
lished. 
He stated that Cornish told 


him that the silver holder had evidently 
been used, and while it was marked 
"sterling'" it was plated. 
It was not 


a Tiftawy article, but came in a Tiffany 
box, and had a Tiffany card in the pack- 
age. 
That the contents of the bottle 


were cyanide of potassium is generally 
believed by physicians and police alike, 
but «nly a chemical analysis will de- 
termine this to a certainty. 


Late yesterday afternoon an autopsy 


was heid. When thie anatonomlcad pro- 
cess was completed, and the paats of the 
body dfMBired for analysis were sealed 
in Jars, Coroner's Physician Western is- 
sued the following report:

ACADEMY, CHlUbiMAS CANDY. 


FACTS ABOUT ENGLAND'S GREAT AND 


(WEALTHY SOCIETY. 


Row the Membern and Amoclate* 


Are Elected—The Institution'* Bit 
Fund und the Good Worlm That 
Are Done With It. 


To become a Royal academician, or at 


all events an associate, ia tba ambition 
of every yonug artist, for membership 
in tbe academy means much more tban 
the mere tight to put tbe letters R. A. 
after ono's name and to exhibit .pictures 
in tbe fine galleries ac Burlington House. 
In tbe first place, an academician is an 
esquire by right and not meroly by 
cocrte'oy, and, further, he ia entitled, 
should he ever come on hard times, to 
a substantial pension of between £850 
and £100 a year. If he dies leaving bis 


! wido'v unprovided for, the academy «]- 
I lows her a liberal sura for her mainto- 
! nanpe. 


I 
Tue associates and the associates' wid- 


' ows are also entitled to pensions on a 


somewhat smaller scale, so that there 
are many reasons apart from the honor 
and glory why the painter, sculptor or 
architect should wish to become a mem- 
ber of the powerful and wealthy body. 


When therefore a young artist begins 


to get on, when he has bis pictures well 
bung year after year, when they find 
ready buyers and are talked about in 
society, he takes the first step toward 
election by suggesting to 'one of tba 
academicians that he should put his 
name down on the list of candidates. 
Once down his name stays on the list, 
either until he dies or is elected nr vol- 
untarily removes it, and this explains 
why one finds on the roll of candidates 
tho names of many artists once popular, 
but long since forgotten by the public. 


When a vacancy oocuis among the 


associates, printed copies of this list on 
blue foolscap paper are sent to all the 
members, together with a request that 
they shall attend at the academy on a 
certain evening, when an election will 
take place. The elections themselves are 
conducted in a singular and somewhat 
complex fashion peculiar to the academy 
—a method which took the place about 
20 years ago of the rough and ready sys- 
tem formerly in vogue. 


Both, academicians and associates are 


allowed to take part in the election, and 
when the members are gathered together 
each scores out with a pencil the name 
of the artist for whom he wishes to 
vote and hands the paper EO marked to 
tbe secretary. These scorings out are 
known as "scratches" at the academy, 
and the secretary, after examining all 
the papers, duly announces how many 
"scratches" have been given to each 
candidate. 


The election is then advanced another 


itage. The president, who, by virtue of 
his office, occupies the ohair, directs 
that the names of all those candidates 
who have received more than four 
"scratches" shall be inscribed in chalk 
npon the blackboard, while those to 
whom only one, two or three votes have 
been given have no further chance of 
being elected. 


The academicians and associates then 


vote again for the candidates whose 
names are on the board. The two lead- 
ing men in this contest arc now selected 
for a final ballot, the winner in which 
becomes an associate of the Boyal acad- 
emy. 


The academicians are elected in pre- 


cisely the same manner, except that the 
associates are the candidates instead of 
the 
outsiders. 
All this system of 


"scratches" and "blackboards" seems 
cumbrous and unnecessary, but 15 is 
said to work extremely well in practice. 


Sometimes, though very rarely, a tie 


occurs, and in this case the president, 
or, in his absence, the academician who 
temporarily takes his place, has a cast- 
ing vote. "When Mr. Ernest Crofts, the 
battle painter, was .elected, he tied in 
the filial bailot with Mr. Jaokson, the 
architect, and to Mr. Calderon (who in 
the absence of tbe late Sir John MilJnis 
occupied tho chair) fell the difficult 
task of making the final selection 


The associates have no voice in tha 


election of a president, tbe power of 
voting resting entirely with the acade- 
mician. 
Sir John Millais, the late 


president, waa elected by the unani- 
mous vote of the members, a fact which 
must have been extremely gratifying to 
that groat aitist. But on some other oc- 
casions the fight for the presidentship 
has been very severe indeed. 


The post is well worth a struggle, for 


it carries wit/i it substantial remunera- 
tion, besides great social and artistic 
distinction. Tho lute Sir Francis Chan- 
trey left £100,000 to the academy, out 
of the interest of which;! salary of some 
£800 or £900 a year is prcvidud for the 
president. 


Tbe academy is immensely wealthy. 


The receipts from tbe annual exhibitions 
average from £20,000 to £25,000, and 
it is believed that tbe money invested 
in the hands of the trustees does not fall 
far short of £500,000. Out of this mon- 
ey the schools (in which 200 or 300 stu- 
dents are instructed gratuitously) are 
supported aud a great many pensions 
and donations to decayed artists are 
given. Little is heard jf those charities 
by the public, but they are very consid- 
erable, and the declining years of many 
old painters and sculptors are made easi- 
er by them. 


Upqn the academy also falls tbo ex- 


pense of the annual banquet, which 
costs perhaps £400 or £500, besides any 
number of minor charges, as, for exam- 
ple, the payment' of tho selecting and 
hanging committees at tbe spring ex- 
hibition.—Pearson's Weekly.

So 
Unrls Bob takes ono piece, and discovers 
that ho has not lost "his eweet tooth" at 
all. He does not need urging after that, 
altliuugh perhaps h« regret* it next day. 


Ju«t about this time of tho year tho 


candy makers are winding up a season of 
extreme activity. They have been mak- 
ing the holiday candy for tho nation And 
a candy loving nation \ve arc, to be sure. 
I haven't any definite figures at hand, but 
I know that we eat sugary dainties by the 
thousands of tons every year. 
The statis- 


tics of the bnrc..u of labor show that over 
8,000 candy manufactories are running in 
the United States, employing over 32,000 
hands. Those figures include only the 
larger establishments where candy is made 
for the wholesale trade and do not recog- 
nise tho thousands of small confectioners 
who make most of their own candy. 


It would be really interesting to know 


—wouldn't it—just how many tons of con- 
fectionery are made every year in this 
country. But I have found out that we 
not only make enough for our own use, 
but that a lot ia exported. In 1897 we 
sent to foreign countries 543,631 pounds 
of candy, and we only imported 24,759 
pounds. 


This shows that the American candy 


maker, as well as tho American shipbuild- 
er and the American sailor, is on top. 
Yes, we make the best candy to be found, 
in tho world and eat more candy tban any 
other two nations. 
Did you mention 


Parisian borAousf I thought so. You are 
altogether out. of date. There was a time, 
10 or 15 years ago, when we imported our 
best candies trout Paris, but we don't do 
BO DOW. 


The Parisians make very pretty,confec- 


tions and put them up in very artistio 
and ornate boxes, but their candy isn't aa 
pure as American made candy, and doesn't 
taste so good!, Americans have discovered 
this within tbe last decade, and have been 
buying of Sheir home confectioners. 
About tbe only French candies which find

a Bale in America now are the fruits, 
which they preserve in crystallized supar, 
but there are several American confec- 
tioners who make glace fruits superior to 
the imported article. 


Much of our export candy is eaten in 


England, and the young Britishers who 
find a box of American bonbons among 
their Christinas presents will be both 
proud and pleased. 


Of course we make many grades of 


candy, from the red and white kind which 
is distributed in bags to Sunday school 
scholars to the bonbons which tbe people 
In the boxes eat at the opera. But most 
of it is made from pure sugar, colored 
with harmless vegetable matter, and is as 
wholesome as candy can be. 


Perhaps you will be interested to know 


that the dainty Christmas bonbons and 
the more expensive chocolate creams are 
largely of hand manufacture. Both are 
made by what is known as the dipping 
process. The workers are young women, 
and it is a curious fact that the majority 
of the "candy girls" are pretty 


Philadelphia is probably the greatest 


oandy making oity in the country, and 
every year makes something like $2,000, - 
000 worth. In a recent visit to a Phil- 
adelphia establishment I saw how choco- 
late creams are wade. I discovered also 
that the candy maker's cream has nothing 
in common with the dairy product except 
in appearance'. It is simply sugar and 
water. It is beaten, rolled, kneaded, 
pressed and ground 'by machinery and by 
band until it roaches that state which 
makes it so attractive to the palate.

The day of the .autograph album is 


not done. So long as dealers are mak- 
ing a good profit out of the autographs 
of celebrities so long one may be sure 
the popularity of the autograph album 
irill not wane. These dealers are not 
n the business for their health nor yet 
to benefit' an unappreciative humanity. 
Their object is a sordid one—profit— 
and when that ceases to be an object 
and they retire from the trade then 
one may'conclude that the autograph 
fiend is no longer among us, hot on the 
trail of the busy and thankless celeb- 
rity. 


Since Pudd'nhead Wilson -won public 
ittention to the thumb many collectors 
nave thumb autograph albums, in 
which th 
treasure the thumb impres- 


sions of acquaintances or those of peo- 
ple having uny special claims to inter- 
est. The making of the impressions is 
quite a simple matter. Printers' ink 
is poured out so that the thumb is 
thoroughly covered with the liquid, then 
pressed firmly on the album page. 
When the ink is dry, the owner of the 
thnmb writes his or her name beside 
the impression. 


A book filled with thumb impressions 


of celebrities Is an odd and interest- 
ing possession. The outside of such an 
album might be covered with black 
satin, with an embroidered border of 
gold thread, having a central design 
representing some scene In the ad- 
ventures of Hop o' My Thumb, Tom 
Thumb or something likely to suggest 
the character of-the contents. 


For amateurs who make palmistry a 


fad an album for the treasuring up of 
impressions of the palms Is another in- 
teresting phase of the album mania.

Making Tea and Coffee. 


For the tea, be sure that the water is 


boiling for the first time. . Water that 
has been in the kettle all day never 
makes as g-ood tea as the fresh boiling 
water. The .water has an immense 
amount to do with the tea. Tea that in 
one place is excellent when made with 
different water, in another part of the 
country often turns out quite mawkish 
and insipid. 


Some of the great dealers have the 


water in different counties analyzed, 
and then they prepare the tea mixture 
to suit that particular water and so 
bring about the best results. The tea- 
pot should be rinsed with boiling water, 
the tea put in. A teaspoonful for each 
person and one over is a fair allowance. 
Wet the tea, filling the pot three parts 
full, leave it for three minutes, then 
more water may be added and the tea 
poured out. The tea is better and 
stronger when comparatively little wa- 
ter Is used to wet it, more being added 
when it has drawn sufficiently. 


For coffee, allow a tablespoonful of 


ground coffee to each breakfast cupful 
of water. 
When pouring it out, put 


three parts of hot milk to one part of 
coffee. 


When the Teeth Are Decayed. 


If the teeth be decayed and for some 


reason or another one cannot have them 
attended to, the following dentifrice 
will be found refreshing and antiseptic: 
Pure carbolic acid, 30 drops; tincture 
of quillaia bark, 2 ounces: glycerin, 1 
ounce; oil of wintergreen tea, 10 drops; 
oil of cinnamon, 2 drops; essence of 
cochineal, 20 drops; water, 12 ounces. 
This should be mixed well together and 
a teaspoonful added to-a glass of water 
for the purpose of cleaning the teeth 
and rinsing the mouth. 


HOW TO KEEP HEALTHY. 


Am Excellent Stove Blacking. 


For a bright stove blacking-, finely 


powder half a pound of ordinary black- 
lead, sift it and mix with the whites of 
three eggs well beaten. 
Dilute these 


ingredients with sour beer until a thin 
liquid, like French leather polish, is ob- 
tained and set the liquid over a hot fire 
to simmer for about a quarter of an 
hour. When cold, the blacking will be 
quite ready Or use.

cannot be attributed to errors in diet, 
want of fresh air, etc., a change oil 
scene and rest for the mind and bods' 
are indicated as really necessary.

The spirits or minds of some Individ- 
uals are greatly affected by the amount 
of ozone in the air. When this is abun- 
dant, they are full of vitality; when de- 
ficient, it is ail ,the other way -with 
them. They should remember if ozone 
is only present in small proportion out 
of doors, it will reach the minimum in- 
side. They must go out to breathe it, 
or the blood will lose Its strength, the 
muscles get flabby and a day may coma 
when it will be no longer in their power 
to take exercise in the open air. 


Neither rain nor snow snouid inter- 


fere with exercise, for both can be 
guarded against by clothing ourselves in 
such a way as to be proof against them, 
and do all we can to keep our bodies as 
near the disease resisting standard of 
health as possible.

But it win never be known how 
nuch suffering- there is within the city, 
aid u hich might be reached by organ- 
zed chaiity, if there'were such a thing 
naintained. 


Onp of the most distressing onw 


that has been reported in ^n>i city for 
i long time was met a short time ago 
by a local man to whose attention it 
was brought as a case where assistance 
>vas needed. He went to the house to 
nvestigate and 
was 
struck 
with 


horror at what he found. The mother 
ind six children were living in one 
•oom, and although the weather was 
very cold, there was no flre. The en- 
tire family were sleeping in one bed, 
in which there was only 
one thin 


overing, while there was absolutely 
-lothing for the family te> eat except 
i few pieces of dry bread. 


The children, were half 
sick with 


hunger and cold, 
and 
the 
mother 


^ould do nothing for them. They had 
no father to provide for them, and the 
'"amily had no hope for the future. Of 
"ourse it seems strange to most people 
-hat a mother should not go to the 
^ity under these circumstances, but a 
freat many do not realize what the 
-ity will do for them, while others will 
not make themstlves objects of public 
Charity until the last. 


The necessities of life for which th/s 


'amily were suffering were quickly 
supplied, and they wei-e made as com- 
"ortable as possible. The case was an 
llustration, however, of many more 
'ases which are never reached,, but 
\vhich could be reached by some sys- 
tem of organized charity such as this 
-ity has not. The incident impressed 
those who knew of it forcibly as show- 
!ng one of the greatest lacks of North 
A.dams as a city.

^ourt. Brown was committed in pro-

known as the Dubuque law, for fail- 
ing to make payments to his creditors 
as ordered by the court. The claim 
was for rent of a house in Cambridge 
on which the court ordered him to 
make payment. 


Counsel for Brown contended that 


the statute is unconstitutional, be- 
cause it is confined in its operations to 
a part of the people of the common- 
wealth, and does not- include those 
which come within the jurisdiction of 
trial justices. 
Judge 
Knowlton 
in 


ordering the writ to issue said he had 
grave doubts as to tne constitution- 
ility of the statute, and ordered the 
writ to issue so that the prisoner could 
be admitted to bail, and reserve the 
"ase for the determination of the full 
bench.
